Personnel. 

Palmer will teach courses in international affairs at George 
Washington and assist in project development and public seminars. 

A native of Uniontown, PA, in 1954, Palmer was graduated 
magna cum laude from Howard University where he majored in French 
and economics. Later that year he attended the Institute of 
Political Science at the University of Bordeaux in France on a 
Fulbright Scholarship. In 1957, Palmer received his M.A. from 
the School of Advanced International Studies (SAIS) of Johns 
Hopkins University. 

His most recent publication is "Building ASEAN: Twenty 
Years of Cooperation" (1987), a book on the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations. He is married to Tengku Intan, daughter 
of the late Sultan Sir Abubakar of Pahang, Malaysia.

Niles contends that the 
Vietnam War never ended for some soldiers, especially those who 
have continued military careers. 

An adjunct professor of counseling at George Washington and 
a clinical mental health counselor in private practice, Niles 
conducted a study last year of 244 active duty Army colonels and 
lieutenant colonels at the Pentagon who had fought in Vietnam. 

The study examined the relationship between combat experience, 
symptoms of Posttraumatic Stress Disorder (PTSD) and alcohol 
abuse.

ENGINEERS, SCIENTISTS AND MANAGERS KEY TO AMERICA'S FUTURE 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — America's industrial infrastructure 
needs improvement, renovation and greater efficiency, says 
Stephen Joel Trachtenberg, president of The George Washington 
University. His solution is to educate a pool of suitably 
trained engineers, scientists and managers to make the necessary 
repairs. 

Trachtenberg made these remarks during his keynote address 
to the 12th Annual Department of Defense Science and Engineering 
Technology Symposium in Bethesda, MD., May 1. He focused on 
measures needed to overcome deficiencies in America's defense 
research and development programs. 

"America faces challenges requiring sustained, long-term 
commitments. We need a coordinated nationwide understanding that 
involves government, the corporate sector, all levels of American 
education, and all of those who are now concerned about the 
national and global environment," he said.

"The true environmentalist," he said, "is the one worrying 
about our national productivity and ability to compete in the 
international marketplace." 

Trachtenberg discussed recent reports on the declining 
numbers of American students earning advanced degrees in 
engineering and the sciences and related this information to 
projections of a decline in the number of college professors of 
engineering. He also warned that science education in the public 
schools could be devastated by cutbacks in school budgets, 
further eroding the prospect of producing the engineers and 
scientists needed to bolster American productivity. 

Noting that the current mood is "anti-business, anti¬ 
industrial and anti-defense" at a time when attention should be 
focused on strengthening the national economy, he contends that 
a strong national economy will be necessary to generate resources 
needed for social and environmental programs. 

"What we confront today in these United States, where our 
economy and our defenses are concerned, is nothing less than a 
national emergency," he added. "Either we develop effective 
long-term national programs where the education and training of 
all Americans is concerned... or we will find... that we don't 
have the money to pay for our enlightened efforts towards our 
environment and the physical and psychological well-being of our 
people."

COMPUTERS LEARN TO LIP-READ 

WASHINGTON, D.C. — A computer that transmits commands into 
action by lip-reading may be the technology of the near future, 
thanks to a research project being developed by a doctoral 
student at The George Washington University. GW is the only 
university in the country studying the possibilities for this 
speech recognition technology. 

Alan Goldschen, a GW Ph.D. candidate in computer science, is 
researching the process that enables computers to lip-read words 
and sentences and then transmit the messages it receives into 
action. The technology can potentially provide untold advantages 
for people with serious speech and hearing problems as well as 
for employees — such as pilots — who must communicate clearly 
in noisy environments. 

"I always wanted to find a method that would allow the 
computer to read lips," says Goldschen who has been hearing- 
impaired since birth. Approximately 18 months ago, he learned 
of pioneering research in this area by Eric Petajan, a 

—More— 
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technical staff member at Bell Laboratories in Murray Hill, New 
Jersey. Petajan, too, had started the computer lip-reading 
project as a doctoral dissertation and later expanded his work at 
Bell Labs. 

Goldschen, along with Oscar Garcia, GW professor of 
engineering and applied science, "approached Petajan about the 
possibility of GW continuing the project and he was eager to 
oblige," says Goldschen. 

Garcia says Goldschen's research extends and builds upon 
Petajan's foundational work. "Petajan was innovative in creating 
a method that instructed the computer to lip-read the alphabet 
and numbers. Alan's work will focus on instructing the computer 
to understand individual words and sentences," he explains. 

The process involves having Goldschen use a computer to 
examine digitized pictures showing the oral cavity during the 
speech process. A special program translates the information 
into words for the computer. Bell Laboratories provides the 
digitized pictures which depict such things as the shape of the 
mouth, the position of the tongue and whether or not the teeth 
are visible. By carefully studying the features in the 
photographs, Goldschen's computer can identify the particular 
sounds — called phonemes — being uttered. Phonemes are the 
smallest units of speech that distinguish one sound from another.

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"There are some 47 different phonemes to teach the 
computer," says Goldschen. "Our problem is distinguishing 
between words. For example, 'bet, pet and met' sound alike. 
These words are made by the mouth in basically the same way." 

While the project is still far from completion, Garcia says 
the implications of Goldschen's work are endless.

FORMER PRESIDENTIAL POLICIES CREATE 
ENVIRONMENTAL PROBLEMS FOR BUSH 

WASHINGTON, DC — Environmental research dollars spent 
during the Carter and Reagan administrations have created a 
dilemma for George Bush, says Robert Rycroft, director of the 
Institute for Science and Technology Policy at The George 
Washington University. 

Rycroft says that the Carter administration concentrated its 
spending on applied research — finding prevention methods — to 
environmental problems. The Reagan administration policies 
focused on basic research — identifying cause and effect 
relationships. The challenge now facing Bush, Rycroft asserts, 
is to strike a compromise between the two courses. 

In remarks presenting a 20-year perspective of environmental 
research in the United States, Rycroft notes that Carter's 
policies centered on applied research. Applied researchers focus 
on preventing environmental damage.

"When the acid rain issue surfaced during the 1970s, Carter 
ordered millions of dollars into research to prevent the 
problem," he says. "At that time, however, scientists did not 
know enough about acid rain to warrant this type of expenditure." 

Later, during the Reagan administration, Rycroft says Reagan 
took the opposite approach, emphasizing basic research as a 
solution while completely avoiding preventive measures. 

"The Environmental Protection Agency was created during the 
1970s as a problem solving agency that relied on the results of 
applied research," Rycroft explains. "Reagan administration 
officials said there was less legitimacy in applied research for 
environmental issues and authorized more government dollars to be 
spent on basic research." 

Over the years, Rycroft says, scientists learned that acid 
rain was becoming a very serious issue, causing extensive damage 
to lakes and forests. 

"Reagan's delay in preventing further environmental damage 
leaves the Bush Administration with a much more serious problem." 

Rycroft proposes that current government officials take a 
middle ground approach when examining methods to fund 
environmental research. 

"A learning curve approach, such as the Montreal Protocol on 
Substances that Deplete the Ozone Layer, dictates when more money 
should be put into resolving environmental problems," he says.

The Montreal Protocol is based on periodic scientific 
assessments and a mix of prevention and analysis which can be 
adapted to changing conditions and understanding. 

"As the problem begins to grow larger, government would 
allocate more and more money to solve the problem," Rycroft 
explains. "Once the problem has been dealt with, less money 
would be needed." 

Rycroft notes that scientists in Canada and Japan have 
successfully used this approach in dealing with environmental 
problems. 

Robert Rycroft has done extensive research in science and 
technology policy, energy and natural resources policy and 
environmental policy. A prolific author, he has served as a 
consultant to the National Science Foundation, the U.S. Congress 
Office of Technology Assessment and the Environmental Protection 
Agency.

An activist politician, Wilder has been instrumental in the 
passage of many of Virginia's major legislative initiatives. 

These include the prohibition of drug paraphernalia, compulsory 
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school attendance and the establishment of a state holiday in 
honor of Martin Luther King, Jr. Wilder also was a leader in 
legislating stiffer penalties for escaped convicts, and doubling 
the time convicted murderers must spend in jail before being 
eligible for parole. 

Wilder graduated from Virginia Union University with a B.S. 
in chemistry in 1951 and received his J.D. degree from Howard 
University in 1959. He is a founder and former partner in the 
Richmond law firm of Wilder, Gregory and Martin.
